remains one—‘‘Doctor’ Naegle—who 
will be the big feature ‘of the celebra- 
tion. He is now 78 years old, and if he 
lives till next year he will have swung 
that’ bell, which calls the medics to 
their classes, for just half a century, 
Only two days in all these years has ne 
missed his duty, and then it was on ac- 
count of a sprained ankle. There. is 
now no necessity of the bell being rang, 
on account of the library clock an- 
iouncing the hours of dismissal of 
of classes, but it wouldn’t seem like the 
medical department iif Doc. Naegle was 
not there with his bell, and he is al- 
lowed to do the same job each day now 
that he has performed for 49 years. 
“Doc” Naegle has, during all these 


come here for the dissecting room. He 
became used ‘to his gruesome duties 
many years ago, and talks of the mat- 
ter with no more reticence that a coal 
mian would in conversing upon so much 
coal. ; 

“I suppose you could tell some preity 
good'stories of the old days,” suggested 
The Times to him this morning. There 
was a time when the University did not 
receive bodies of unclaimed persons 
who died within the state and county 
institutions. 

“Oh, yes; you bet I could. But then I 
don’t. It is just like the time I wags 
called up to Flint fifteen or twenty year's 
ago to testify.

And I 
never will forget when the officers came 
here how he sat on the fence in front 
of the building, He was in disguise. He 
had on false whiskers. He just looked 
at them and watched them, ‘but they 
never knew the man they wanted was 
so close by. 

“And I neyer will forget one morning 
he and I was standing out here (in front 
of ‘the medical buildings). A funeral 
was going by up to the’cemetery. That 
fellow just went on ahead and watehed 
where the’ body was being’ buried. He 
had a horse and buggy outside the cem- 
etery. After the mourners and family 
turned away and left the grave; he got 


down in, opened up the box and took. 


the pody out. Then he put the -pox 
cover down and he brought the body of 
the most beautiful young girl here to 
the medical college before the family 
had reached the corner of the campus 
where the gymnasium now is. He was 
a devil, that man was. 

“But the worst scare I ever got was 
when ‘we had ex-President Harrison’s 
| nephew in the vat. The newspapers 


| didn’t get.hold of that.” This same fel- 


low brought the body here. The officers 
hunted ali øyer the county but finally 
suspected that it was here.. They came 
here and made me take out all the 
bodies from,'the vat. F'colish-like, I 
left a glove on his hand an'd the officers 
identified it by that. The head officer 
told me he would give me $10 to fix him 
up nice for shipment. .I did so, and 
then he told me that if I did not shut up 
about it they would have. me in jail.

BRIDGEWATER’S MYSTERIOUS DISAP- 
PEARANCE CLEARED UP. 


Since last Novelmiber and up to yes- 
terday one of the most mysterious dis- 
appearances ever reported in this coun- 
ty came from: Bridgewater. 

On Nov, 17, 1898, at dusk, Lewis Bisch- 
off, Albert Westphal, Wm. Sanders and 
George Glotts, who had lbeen hunting 
during the day, started to cross Joslyn 
lake in a boat against a brisk wind. The 
load was all the little skiff could carry 
and it dipped water more or less. Bisich- 
off, who was said to be the worse for 
liquor, sat in the middle of the boat. 
A few rods from the shore Bischoff be- 
came restless in his sitting posture and 
rose to his feet, thus rockinig the boat 
and causing it to dip still more, The 
men spoke to him to sit down, but he 
would not, Finally one of them, with an 
oar, struck him across the rump, where- 
upon he said, “PFI give you all the wa- 
ter you want,’ and stepped upon the 
edge of the boat, thus capsizing it, and 
sprang into the lake. It was a cold, 
windy night and the men were heavily 
dressed and with rubber boots, and were 
in poor swimming condition. They scat- 
tered, but soon after, with the exception 
of Bischoff, all swam and drifted to a 
sand bar a few rods distant. The boat 
was righted and they pursued their 
journey to the shore, where they sum- 
moned assistance and with lanterns

OLD LANDMARK AT THE U. OF M. | 
IS GONE. 


A STORY OF RANDOLPH ROGERS 
THE SCULPTOR, 


One of the oldest landmarks about the 
University grounds, and one whicn all 
the old students for the past ¢9 years 
will remember, is being torn down. 

It is the small annex to the north wing 
cf the main building, and which for a 
number of years was known as the 
“Nydia’’ room, on account of it being 
the place where Randolph Rogers’ fa- 
mous statue was exhibited. ` 

In 1856 a part- of the north ‘wing, 
which had hitherto been occupied by 
students as a dormitory, waS entirely 
remodeled anid the whole of the central 
part of the |jbuilding was filled up for 
occupation for the library and various 
collections belonging to the University. 
The library was on the first floor and 
remained until the completion of ‘the 
law building in 184. 

In 1856 a collection of fine arts was 
commenced through the generosity of 
Prof. H. S. Frieze, and consisted of 
busts and copies of busts which he had 
gathered in Europe, expending therefor 
$800, the amount of his salary over and 
aboye what it cost for his substitute. 
The next. gift to the gallery was from 
the class of 1859, which presented the 
plaster cast of “The Lascoon Group.”

Among all those who have been con- 
neetegd with the institutionsthere only 
remains one—‘‘Doctor’’ Naegle—who 
will be the big: feature ‘of the celebra- 
tion. He is now 78 years old, and if he 
lives till next year he will have swung 
that’ ‘bell, which calls the medics to 
their classes, for just) half a century, 
Only two days in all these years has he 
missed his duty, and then it was on ac- 
count of a sprained ankle. There. is 
now no necessity of the bell being rang, 
on account of the library clock an- 
i;0uncing the hours of dismissal of 
of classes, but it wouldn’t seem like the 
medical department ‘if Doc. Naegle ‘was 
not there with his bell, and he is al- 
lowed to.do the same job each day now 
that he has performed for 49 years. 

‘“Doc”’ Naegle has, during all these 


come here for the dissecting room, He 
became used to his gruesome duties 
many years ago, and talks of the mat- 
ter with no more reticence that a coal 
man would in conyersing upon so much 
coal. 

“I suppose you could tell some pretty 
good*stories of the old days,” suggested 
The Times to him this morning, There 
was a time when the University did not 
receive bodies of unclaimed persons 
who died within the state and county 
institutions.

It is just like the time I was 
called up. to Flint fifteen or twenty year's 
ago to testify.

And when the lawyers asked me I told 
them so. There was one student in the 
medical class that ‘was the damngst 
man I ever knew. He twas the worst 
graveyard thief I ever heard of. He got 
all those bodies from Flint. And I 


never will forget when the officers came | 


here how he sat on the fence in front 
of the building, He was in disguise. He 
had on false whiskers. ‘He just looked 
at them and watched them, ‘but they 
never kne'w the man they wanted was 
so close by. 

“And I never will forget one morning 
he and I was standing out here (in front 
of the medical buildings). A funeral 
was going by up to the cemetery. That 
fellow just went on ahead and watehed 
where the body was being’ buried. He 
had a horse and buggy outside the cem- 
etery. After the mourners and family 
turned away and left the grave; he got 
down in, opened up the box and took 
the body out. Then he put the~-box 
cover down and he brought the body of 
the most beautiful young girl here to 
the medical college before the family 
had reached the corner of the campus 
where the gymnasium now is. He was 
a devil, that man was. 

“Büt the worst scare I ever got was 
when we had ex-President Harrison’s 
nephew in the vat. The newspapers 
didn’t get.hold of that.” This same fel- 
low brought the body here. The officers 
hunted ali over the county but finally 
suspected that it was here.. They came 
here and made me take out all the 
bodies from,'the vat. F'colish-like, I 
left a glove on his hand and the officers 
identified it by that. The head officer 
told me he would give me $10 to fix him 
up nice for shipment, .I did so, and 
then he told me that if I did not shut up 
about it they would have me in jail.

TORN AWAY. 


OLD LANDMARK AT THE U. OF M. 
IS GORE. 


A STORY OF RANDOLPH ROGERS 
THE SCULPTOR, 


One of the oldest landmarks about the 
University grounds, and one whicn all 
the old students for the past ¢0 years 
will remember, is being torn down. 

It is the small annex to the north wing 
cf the main building, and which for a 
humber of years was known as the 
“Nydia’’ room, on account of it being 
the place where Randolph Rogers’ fa- 
mous statue was exhibited, 

In 1856 a part.of the north wing, 
which had hitherto been occupied by 
students as a dormitory, was entirely 


remodeled and the whole of the central 


part of the building was filled up for 
occupation for the library and various 
collections belonging to the University. 
The library was on the first floor and 
remained until the completion of ‘the 
law building in 18fg. 

In 1856 a collection of fine arts was 
commenced through the generosity of 
Prof. H. S. Frieze, and consisted of 
busts and copies of busts which he had 
gathered ‘in Europe, expending therefor 
$800, the amount of his salary over and 
above what it cost for his substitute. 
The next gift to the gallery was from 
the class of 1859, which presented the 
plaster cast of “The Lasicoon, Group.” 

In the fall of 1859 iwas formed the 
“Rogers Art Association,” its members 
being gentlemen anid ladies of Ann Ar- 
bor, together with a number of profes- 
sors. Its object was to purchase for the 
University art gallery a copy in marble 
of Randolph. Roger's’ statue ‘‘Nydia.’’ 
Rogers had been an Ann Arbor bpy and 
the association wished to honor the 
sculptor. There were even dreams of a 
Rogers gallery, where would be collected 
copies of all works of Ann ‘Ar'bor’s dis- 
tinguished sculptor. Rogers was so 
pleased to know that his works were to 
find a place in his native town that he 
gave the „terms for a copy of, ““Nydia’’ 
at $1,700, which’ was considered most 
favorable. This sum ‘was raised. by 
concerts, lectures, festivals and by 
charging an admission. fee to the Nydia 
room: for several years. 

The statue was received in America 
in 1862 and was exhibited for a time in 
Detroit and then in the Union school in 
this city, It was finally put in the an- 
nex to the north wing, Rogers coming 
here from Rome ‘especially to superin- 
tend the lighting... | 

While Rogers was here on this work 
one day two young ladies came into the 
Nydia room. They had evidently had a 
dispute as to whether the statue ‘was 
marble or a plaster cast. One of the 
young ladies stepped up to the statue 
and tapped the marble with a large key. 

“There,” said she triumiphantly, “I 
told you so” 

Rogers jumiped as if he had been 
struck a violent blow on the face. 

“Young womah,”’ said he, “do you 
want to put my eyes out?” 

“Why, no,’ she rather gasped. 

Well,” said Rogers, “I would rather 
you would than to do what you have 
just done.’” 

The statue remained in the annex un- 
til 1883, when it was removed to tie 
present quarters. For some time after 
1888 the Nydia room was used as a read- 
ing room and finally as a storeroom for 
mathematical instruments.

ALFRED LUGKING’S ADDRESS. 


Yesterday afternoon in High School 
hall, Alfred Lucking, of Detroit, ad- 
dressed students and citizens upon the 
subject, “Lights and Shades in a Law- 
yer’s Life.’ Mr. Lucking was- accom- 
panied by his friend and business part- 
ner, Mayor Maybury, of Detroit, who, 
at the close of the address of the after- 
noon, was induced to make a few re- 
| miarks. 


Mr. Lucking called attention: to the 
difficulties which constantly beset the 
path of him who struggles through the 
labyrinthine way of the lalw. The law- 
yer’s work is a most curious assortment 
of light and shade, ‘trials an'd pleasures, 
momentary failures and trifling suc- 
cesses, but if he perseveres to the end 
and maintains his guiding principles of 
(injeerity = and ‘hard work, MS- Ie- 
ward will be forthcoming.. A lawyer is 
essentially a trader on the foibies of his 
fellows, and in the pursuit of his voca- 
tion he encounters many strange and 
amusing incidents. Frequently, also, 
his peace of mind is entirely destroyed, 
for a time, by-circumstances partaking 
of a most disagreeable nature. 

Mr. Luckinlg places great confidence 
in the efficacy of the ‘‘work habit,” as a 
factor in the struggle for success in the 
world. ‘‘How many men there are, he 
said, “whom all recognize as persons of 
sterling character, of uncommon” native 
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talent, but who are absolute failures in 
their profession, sizaply becaise they 
know not how to work. For this reason 
I sincerely pity ‘the man who is born 
into the world hampered by a rich 
father. Tt is a handicap, and im the 
great majority of cases causes the loss 
of the race. 

“A second important constituent of a 
man’s general make-up is the power of 
concentration of effort. Make up your 
mind what you are going.to do in this 
world and then abide by your decision. 
If you go from one vocation to another 
you will with absolute certainty become 


what is called a failure.” 


Mr. Lucking closed his talk with an 
appeal to the young people to lead 
strictly upright lives, for policy if for 
no better purpose. There is nothing in 
the world which can compensate a man 
for the loss of a good naime. Probity 
and upright dealing with his fellows are 


in the power of everyone. Let their 
acquisition not be forgotten.

Gov. Roosevelt, of New York, signed the 
amended franchise tax Dill.

Charles Johnson, second sergeant com- 
pany M, Ninth immunes, who resides at 
Newberry Hill, La., accidentally shot and 
killed himself with his revolver in the 
Pennsylvania railroad station in Harris- 
burg, Pa. 

The United States cable ship Hooker, 
from New York May 1 for Manila, has ar- 
rived at Port Said. The Hooker has on 
board some passengers and 250 miles of 
cable to connect the important islands of 
the Philippine group.

All saloons in Mullan, Gem and Burke, 
Idaho, have been closed, the publication 
of the Mullan Mirror stopped and its ed- 
itor, W. H. Stewart, arrested on a charge 
of publishing seditious matter. Four hun- 
dred and seventy-seven permits for em- 
ployment have been issued in Wardner. 

A great sensation has been caused in 
Glasgow by the failure of Neilson Brothers, 
an important firm engaged in the iron and 
steel trade. They had long beared Glas- 
gow pig iron and were heavily oversold 
when the corner in warrants was en- 
gineered. It is calculated that the concern 
lost $1,250,000 during the past year. 

James Weaver, the ll-year-old colored 
boy who has confessed that he poisoned his 
father and his brother, the latter dying 
from the poison, was arraigned in the Cin- 
cinnati police court on the charge of mur- 
der in the first degree. His attorney 
waived examination, and the boy was held 
to answer to the grand jury without bail.

Y. M. C. A. CONVENTION. 


An Outline of the Proceedings of the 
Second Day’s Session in 
Grand Rapids. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., May 27.—There 
was much less applause and enthu- 
siasm in the Y. M. C. A. international 
convention Friday than Thursday, 
though there was a large attendance 
at all sessions and deep interest was 
manifested in the work. At the morn- 
ning session the subject of discussion 
was “Forces Which Are Destroying 
Young Men,” and it was subdivided. 
Anthony Comstock’s topic was “Im- 
purity,” and his address was devoted 
mainly to a description of the work of 
the New York Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice, which, he said, must have 
financial assistance at once in order to 
maintain its usefulness.

At the afternoon session the conven- 
tion was divided into three confer- 
ences, one of which, led by W. D. Mur- 
ray, of New York, discussed “Bible 
Study.”
